ISONOMY 


John Porter had the rare pleasure of training winners of 24 
classic races; among the horses in his care were Triple Crown 
winners Ormonde, Flying Fox, and Common, the great mare 
La Fleche (winner 1,000 Guineas, Oaks, and St. Leger) and 
the great Isonomy. He said of the latter, “Isonomy was un- 
questionably one of the best horses I have ever known. I 
thought the world of him, and his achievements as a sire 
strengthened my regard and admiration.” 


Porter first saw Isonomy as a yearling, romping with 20 
others in a paddock at Yardley Stud. He was the smallest 
of the lot, a May foal, but he was scrambling and picking his 
way through the pack to get to the front. Porter was at- 
tracted to him immediately and subsequently purchased the 
colt for 360 gs. at the Newmarket yearling sales for Mr. Fred 
Gretton. Taking the first three letters from his dam, Isola 
Bella, Porter scanned the dictionary and came up with just 
what the little colt was seeking in the Yardley paddock: 
Isonomy — equality of rights and privileges. 


Isonomy started three times at 2, won the half-mile Second 
Nursery S. and was second and third in his other starts. He 
never exceeded 15.2 hands in height and it was reported 
that Mr. Gretton chose te pass up the Derby and St. Leger 
in order to allow Isonomy to grow and develop more. Mr. 
Gretton was noted as a man who wagered considerably more 
than the minimum 10 shillings and some doubt exists as to 
his motivation in holding out Isonomy for but one race at 3, 
the Cambridgeshire S. At any rate, Isonomy got into the 
race with a feathery 99 lbs. and at 40-1, defeated a field of 
38 by a comfortable two lengths; Mr. Gretton caused some 
stir in the betting ring with winnings in excess of 40,000 gs. 


Isonomy started eight times at 4, winning six. He lost his 


first start to the American gelding Parole, then won the 
Gold Vase at Ascot, the Ascot Gold Cup, en Cup 
(defeating Parole), Brighton Cup, Great Ebor H. (a great 
performance since the two-mile course was mete submerged 
in water, and he won by eight lengths giving from 31 to 56 
lbs. to his opponents), the Doncaster Cup, and then was 
sacrificed in the Cesarewitch to allow his stablemate a chance 
to win. 


At 5, he started twice, winning the Manchester Cup 
under 138 lbs., giving 45 lbs. to the second horse, and then 
sealed his reputation as one of the great race horses of the 
century by winning the Ascot Gold Cup for the second year 
ina row. In all, Isonomy started 14 times, won 10, finished 
second twice, third, and fourth once. 


Isonomy entered stud in 1881 at 30 gs. but none of the seven 
foals in his first crop managed to win at 2. Upon Mr. Gret- 
ton’s death in 1883, Isonomy was sold for 9,000 gs. and went 
under the care of John Griffiths at the Duchess of Montrose’s 
Sefton Stud. Isonomy’s first recognition as a sire came 
with Gallinule, an outstanding 2-year-old in 1886 (and later 
two-time leading sire, for eight years among the top three). 
Then came Satiety and Seabreeze (Oaks, St. Leger) and his 
fee was raised to 200 gs. His fame was secured the year 
of his death when his son Common won the Triple Crown in 
1891, a feat repeated by his Isinglass two years later. 
Isonomy was unfortunate in that he was a contemporary of 
the great St. Simon, but his influence is felt more strongly 
today than that of the latter. St. Simon’s tail-male line was 
responsible for but 12 stakes winners in America in 1955 
while Isonomy was represented by 40; his is the line oi 
“Challenger II, *Blenheim II, *Mahmoud, ete.

An accurate measure of the growth of 
breeding in North America since 1940 is 
taken in the 1955 edition of Thorough- 
bred Sires and Dams, soon to be published 
by The Blood-Horse.

reveals that the number of 
represented by starters on 
the North American tracks in 1955 was 
14.917. an increase of more than 93 per 
cent since 1940. when 7.717 broodmares 
had foals racing. 

Throughout this period the number of 
starters per mare has varied by only a 
small fraction. In 1940 the average mare 
with produce racing that year was repre- 
sented by 1.72. starters. In 1955. the 
average was 1.75. The low was 1.71 in 
1941. the high 1.76 in 1950. 

The increase in starters from 1940 to 
1955 was 12.799. or nearly 97 per cent. 
The number of sires of starters has in- 
creased nearly 90 per cent since 1940, 
The number of starters per sire was 9 in 
1940. 9.20 in 1954.

Bartimore. Trainer Hugh Fontaine 
stood in front of Needles’ stall in Pimlico’s 
Barn A. tugged at the colt’s forelock a few 
times. and in a prayerful tone said. “I 
hope everybody will think as much _ of 
him when he comes back as I will.” 

Then a boy riding a dun-colored pony 
ducked under the shedrow and alerted the 
tiny knot of people gathered around the 
Derby winner. “Theyre bringing Fabius 
on the track now. Mr. Fontaine.” 

Needles yawned. and Fontaine studied 
him for a moment. then turned to his 
foreman. Joe Rutter. “Bring him along. 
Joe. We've done all we him 
now.” 


can for 


Rutter made a few final swipes with his 
tub rag while the boss, cane in hand, 
made his way to the gap on the club house 
turn. As Needles came on the track the 
sprinkler truck dampened his entourage. 
tooted. and rumbled on. Rutter blessed 
the driver, but the colt he was leading 
didn’t even turn his head. Then the 
crowd recognized as Fontaine the man with 
the cane, the rust-colored jacket. and the 
brown-and-gold striped trousers, and a 
cheer went up. Before entering the pad- 
dock Needles was halted 3 times to 
acknowledge the applause. 

In the paddock, the crowd was thickest 
in front of Needles’ stall. The pony 
partially blocked the view. and the colt’s 
admirers strained and jostled each other 
for a closer look at the Derby winner. 
They saw not a big colt, but a well made 
one, with a marvelous nervous system that 
allows him to relax completely. 

Fabius, too. had a large gallery. and 
the crowd shifted from Needles’ stall to 
the Calumet colt’s, and back again. Fabius 
is a big. fit-looking colt. with perhaps not 
the weight on him Ben Jones would wish. 
Like a lad who grew up too quickly, he 
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still must fill out his ample frame. 
particularly in the neck and quarters. if he 
is to take on a robust appearance. 


Around They Go 


* There was no delay as starter Eddie 
Blind lined up the field of 9. Fabius 
stumbled slightly getting out of the gate. 
but Willie Hartack picked up his mount 
with almost no lost motion. Going by the 
stands the first time the field jockeyed for 
position. Fabius. in third place on the 
rail, and Needles. last. were right where 
their riders wanted them. 

Around the club house turn Eiffel Blue 
was on the rail and against the bit. 2 
lengths on top. Then came Golf Ace. 
Fabius. flanked on the outside by Fleet 
Peet. and No Regrets. Ratheram. Come 
On Red. and Count Chic were in the second 
flight. Needles was last. 

Eiffel Blue continued to lead down the 
backstretch. with Golf Ace and Fabius 
not far behind. Well to the rear—about 
14 lengths out of it—Needles was running 
easily. The pace was leisurely. the quarter 
being run in :23+5; the half in :4725:; and 
the 6 furlongs in 1:12.

Blue. Further back, Count Chie and 
Needles were starting to measure their 
rivals. 

As they straightened away in the home 
lane Hartack got after the Calumet colt, 
now a length on top and drawing out.

‘ As the Preakness field entered the first turn Eiffel Blue held a clear lead. 3 
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an old Negro who was trying to put the 
touch on Willie Hartack. 

There was good reason for celebration: 
The word was out that the Calumet fillies 
Princess Turia and Beyond had dead-heat- 
ed to win the Acorn Stakes at Belmont 
Park, and Trentonian had won at Garden 
State Park. 

The tinkle of glasses beckoned. and 
Fabius was left alone with a boy who 
held the shank. 

Over in Barn A, Joe Rutter sat alone 
and let it grow dark. Needles picked at 
the hay in his rack. Patting a bench be- 
side him, Rutter asked a visitor to sit a 
spell. The man couldn't; but had Needles 
come back all right? 

“He’s O. K..” Rutter said without look- 
ing up. “We'll make it good in New 
York.” 

Man with a Stick 


Hugh Fontaine doesn’t at all mind talk- 
ing about himself and his horses, and one 
of the pleasanter parts of the whole after- 
noon was asking him questions about his 
colt and taking in the answers. It was an 
hour before race time. when a man had a 
tight to be a little jumpy—but not Fon- 
taine. 


“See these pants.” he said. fingering 
the incredulously bright material. “My 
wife bought “em for me. [ wouldn’t even 
wear them except that I'm afraid to take 
them off. Had “em on for the Flamingo. 
Florida Derby. and Kentucky Derby. 

“And this (black thorn) walking stick. 
Got it in Ireland last summer. Bought 
$47.000 worth of horses and $4.50 worth 
of cane, and damned if I don’t think this 
thing isn’t the best investment of the lot.” 

How about the Preakness. not far off 
now? 

“It’s a long walk over that hill. We're 
hot going to have anybody over a barrel 
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until the official sign is up. They say 
Jimmy Jones’ colt is training real well. 
He’s improved a lot. Why. I wouldn’t even 
swear Needles will go around the race 
track; and if. by chance. he ever comes 
up to a walkover I don’t know what we'll 
do.” 

What of the reports Needles had a “bit 
of a knee” in Florida? 

“Don’t know how that story got around. 
it just wasn’t so. Nothing wrong with his 
knees. After the Sapling last summer his 
right front looked a little funny. I don’t 
know just what it was. but it wasn’t his 
knee. ankle maybe. It hasn’t given us any 
trouble since. though. He’s sounder than 
ever now.” 

How about the heat treatments? 

“We put the heat on him for 20 to 30 
minutes after his workouts. just as a pre- 
cautionary measure. I don’t know that 
it’s doing him any good. but it’s not hurt- 
ing him any.” 

Was the Kentucky Derby his best race? 

“It was his hardest. The Hopeful was 
his best. He just breezed to those horses 
at Saratoga. After the Hopeful. I think 
the Florida Derby was his best race. That's 
pretty good for a fella who broke ribs as 
a foal. don’t ya think?” 

Did you know he had broken his ribs 
when you bought him? 

*H-e-l-I-l no.” Fontaine said. chuckling. 
“Didn’t know he had pneumonia. either. 
but the way he’s come along folks might 
think it’s a good idea to stove in a rib or 
2 now and then.” 


Aid to Business 


Before the Preakness card got under 
way. attendance and wagering were about 
9 per cent below 1955 figures. A crowd 
of 29.744 and a handle of $1.870.782 
helped the cause considerably. Despite 
the lukewarm early response to its meet- 
ing, Pimlico officials put on a vigorous 


drive to promote Preakness Week as a 
city-wide celebration. Among the revivals 
were the Preakness Ball, formerly a high- 
light of the Baltimore social season, and 
the Powder Puff Preakness. Mrs. Joyce 
Bachner. riding her Adage. won her third 
puff in front-running style. New to the 
promotion was the Mr. Fitz Handicap, 
honoring the grand old man of the train- 


ing profession. Momus. representing 
North Downs Farm, won the 1,;4;-mile 


inaugural in a close finish. 

A television commitment kept James 
Fitzsimmons in New York while the Mr. 
Fitz was run on Preakness eve. He was 
represented by his son John. who in his 
fathers behalf accepted a gold lifetime 
pass from the Maryland Jockey Club. The 
American Trainers’ Association went Pim- 
lico one better. giving the venerable gen- 
tlemen a gold lapel button honored by 
all tracks. Even the Turf writers horned 
in: they presented him with a color TV 
set. 


Rumors Scotched 


Between races the rumor mill worked 
overtime, playing on an old theme with 
renewed vigor. Reports were rampant 
all over town that Pimlico had been sold, 
or that negotiations to that effect were 
in progress. 

The word was that Pimlico soon would 
be the site of Baltimore’s largest shopping 
center. and that the 1956 number would 
be the last Preakness at Pimlico. Next 
year the classic would be at Garden State. 

Asked for a statement. Lou Pondfield, 
Pimlico executive director and vice presi- 
dent. emphatically denied the rumors: 
“The situation is unchanged since you 
and I discussed it at Bowie. Now. as then, 
we do not have an offer for the track. nor 
are we even entertaining the idea of sell- 
ing. It would take an awfully flattering 
offer for us to even consider the idea.

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Nashua on His Way to a Record 


Photographer Allen F. Brewer Jr. was Nashua’s shadow at Garden State Park 
on May 19 when the *“Nasrullah colt tried for the world’s money-winning cham- 
pionship in the $30,000 Camden Handicap. He was with Nashua when exercise 
boy Bill McCleary led him to the paddock, when groom Al Robertson took over 
in the walking ring, and when John Fitzsimmons, Eddie Arcaro, and Leslie 
Combs II planned strategy in Nashua’s saddling stall. A few minutes later an 
assistant starter led the horse into the gate — from the rail out the horses are 
Mr. First, Mielleux, Fisherman, Nashua, and Galdar — and the race was on its 
way. At the finish Nashua was well in front of Fisherman, Mielleux, and 
Galdar, and running easily. The world’s money-winning championship was his. 
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sions should be ever alert to prevent it, 
and should inflict severe punishment upon 
the guilty. 

“In its zeal, however, to protect race 
horses from this inhuman treatment. and 
the public from being defrauded. the com- 
mission cannot convict on mere suspicion. 
“Tt seems to this court that. in view of 
the great revenue it receives from racing. 
the State of Maryland, acting through the 
commission, might exercise greater efforts 
in policing the tracks and barns and 
establishing conditions under which the 
responsibility for drugged horses can. as 
a practical matter, be definitely pinpoint- 
ed.” 

The chemical test on Morning After’s 
specimen had shown traces of caffeine. 
McGee claimed that several persons had 
spilled coffee on hay in the receiving 
barn, and that his horse could have eaten 
enough of the hay to show traces of 
caffeine. 

Judge Byrnes said that testimony at 
the commission hearing showed that Me- 
Gee had had a competent watchman guard- 
ing his horse from 6 p. m. on the day 
before the race until 5 a. m. on the morn- 
ing of the race, and after that a foreman 
had watched the horse from 5 a. m. until 
he was taken to the receiving barn. 


NEW JERSEY 
The Second $100,000 


Atlantic City race track, which earlier 
this year announced that the United Na- 
tions Handicap would carry a $100,000 
purse, last week added a second $100.000 
race to its 1956 program. 

The new race, for 3-year-olds and up- 
ward, will be the Atlantic City Handicap. 
It will be run on August 1] and, like the 
United Nations Handicap, will be an 
invitational race. 

Racing secretary James Ross will follow 
the same procedure for both the Atlantic 
City and the United Nations. He will 
weight the best Thoroughbreds in the 
United States, Europe, South America, 
and Australia, starting with a top weight 
of 130 pounds. The top 12 horses on each 
list will be invited to participate. If any 
of the top 12 do not accept, invitations will 
be extended to horses lower on the list. 
Ross said weights for the Atlantic City 
would be released on July 16, those for 
the United Nations, which will be run in 
mid-September, on August 13. He said 
that the 2 lists would not be identical, al- 
though several horses probably will be 
invited to both races. The Atlantic City 
will be at 114 miles on the dirt; the United 
Nations will be at 1,*; miles on the turf.

Sailor to Darby Dan 


Brookmeade Stable’s Sailor. whose re- 
tirement to stud was announced last month 
(The Blood-Horse of April 28, page 970).

It was very impressive. the way Needles 
came from about 15 lengths off the pace 
and went past the field in the last half- 
mile of the Kentucky Derby. The sulking 
Ajax had come out of his tent and laid 
the sword to his enemies in a fashion that 
left no question of his prowess. 

On the other hand, the last half-mile 
of the Derby was a 
affair. Needles went past so many horses 
that he created a sort of visual Doppler 
effect. He seemed to be running faster. 
Actually he wasn’t: he was slowing down 
only a little as Derby 
field in years drifted back past him.

The 1956 Derby field was perhaps a fair 
example of what the lack of concern for 
distance racing is doing to the American 
Thoroughbred. Most of the runners simply

form speed, gained his advantage over 
competition which was 6 feet 4 inches 
slower per second in the last quarter than 
in the first half-mile.

Not many European comparisons can be 
adduced. since there is less concern with 
fractional time on the other side of the 
Atlantic. but the charts do report the frac- 
tions for some of the races at Longchamp. 
In the 1955 Grand Prix de Paris the 3.- 
000 meters was run in in 3:08.32, at an 
average rate of 159 decimeters per second. 
The first 200 meters (timed from a stand- 
ing start) was at the rate of 140 deci- 
meters a second. The remainder of the 
distance was reported in 7 sections of 400 
meters each, and the decimeters-per-second 
rate for the successive “quarters” was 169, 
167. 155. 153. 162. 163. and 159. The 
speed at the end of the race was only 40 
inches per second slower than the fastest 
400 meters, and was equal to the average 
speed for the entire race. The 1956 Prix 
de Malleret—2.000 meters in 2:00.88— 
represented steady acceleration.

The Slow-Burner 
Longchamp is quite different from 
Churchill Downs, of course. But Needles 
is almost equally different from the run- 
of-the-mine horses which now are contest- 
ing the 3-year-old classics.

Since Needles made up more ground in 
the last half-mile than any Kentucky Derby 
winner in history. it may be interesting to 
compare his performance with that of 
other winners in recent years. In order to 
make such a comparison it must be taken 
for granted that approximate distances 
between horses. as given in the charts, are

also necessary to assign a definite value 
toa length. Strangely enough, though the 
measure is used with as much confidence 


reasonably close to being accurate. 


in racing as a yardstick in a dry goods 
store. nobody knows the length of a length.

The Fastest Finishes 


This was the most even pace ever main- 
tained by a Derby winner, excepting only 
Whirlaway in 1941, The performance of 
Whirlaway was unique. Nine lengths off 
the pace of Dispose at the half-mile pole 
and 8 lengths in front of Staretor at the 
finish, he covered the first 6 furlongs at 
the rate of 651 inches per second and the 
last 4 furlongs at 654 inches per second. 
That is, he did the last half-mile a trifle 
faster than the first three-quarters. despite 
his big margin of victory.

For the 
19 renewals on a fast track the average 
was 2:03!5: for the 8 runnings on a track 
designated something less than fast the 
average was 2:06!5. The

Olympia ran the fastest first quarter, in 
1949. and was overwhelmed by Ponder. 
Dispose was leading at the end of the 
fastest second quarter. in 1941. and fell 
prey to Whirlaway. Count Fleet turned 
in the best third quarter. in 1943, and 
went on to win easily. Hill Gail and 
Dark Star both turned the fourth quarter 
in :2425. Whirlaway’s 24 seconds was 
the best time for the quarter-mile in the 
homestretch. (Allowing for his 2 lengths 
off the pace at the quarter-pole. Whirl: 
away’s individual time for the last quarter 
was 23.7 seconds.) If this exceptional 
performance is set aside. the slowest first 
quarter of these 19 Derbys was faster than 
the fastest last quarter. 

This is not the kind of racing which en- 
courages, or even permits. American breed- 
ers to breed for distance. The art of 
judging pace has almost disappeared into 
the history books. The one-pace horse 
which overtakes the run-down sprinters is 
a plodder. The racing secretary who 
thinks up a race of 114 miles is a erank. 
And Needles is something out of this 
American world.
